It is therefore thought desirable at’ 
this time to bring together a_ state- 
ment showing the nature of the 
work accomplished and the benefits | 


which the industry has derived from 


this organization. The distribution 
by the League on May 4 of this 
year of the trust fund on lemons 
shipped by members of the League 
from December 5, 1909, to November 
20, 1911, representing the attempted 
advance of 15 cents per ewt. in the 
freight rate on lemons to the East, | 
makes this an appropriate time for 


the summing up of the League work. 


The Citrus Protective League, in | 
the eight years that it has been or 
zanized, has been the instrument by 
which the citrus fruit growers of 
California have been enabled to ac- 
complish certain definite benefits to 
themselves which it would have 
been impossible for individual grow- 
ers or marketing organizations to | 
obtain. These results have been ac- 
complished through the voluntary 
co-operation of its members who 
have given their time and experi- 
ence without charge in order thar 
the industry as a whole might bene- 
fit. 

The results accomplished, herein- 
after summarized, have been the in- 
centive for the establishment of a 
similar organization in Florida,

The interest of the — individual 
grower in maintaining and support 
ing the Citrus Protective League 
has been. the basis for its organiza- 
tion and continuance. Without this 
support the League could not have 
brought about the results that have 
been accomplished. 


Work of the League—Transporta- 
tion—Reduction in Freight 
Rate on Oranges 


On February 26, 1907, the rail 
roads, through the efforts of the 
Citrus Protective League, reduced 
the freight rate on oranges’ from 
$1.25 to $1.15 per ewt. to the terri 
tory covered by the present Trans 
continental Freight Bureau Tariffs 
The total gain to the orange indus 
try from this reduction has been 
about $6,172,000 to April 1, 1914 
The reduction in the rate represents 
a saving of 7.2 cents on each pack 
ed box of oranges shipped into that 
territory, or $28.51 per car of 3896

ber 5, 1909, and November 26, 1911 
There is yet in the hands of the 
railroads 15 cents per ewt. on all 
lemons shipped from November 
1911, to February 15, 1912 to easter 
territory Reparation has also been 
awarded to the shippers on these 
shipments by the Commmission su! 
ject to certain conditions 

It is estimated that the total gain 
to the citrus industry from this con 
test, when all refunds have been 
made, will amormmt to $845,000 on 
the lemons shipped during th 
three and one-third years from De- 
cember, 1909, to March, 1914, inclu 
sive.
